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DIGESTS OF CURRENT NYC THEATRE REVIEWS 


Porgy and Bess-Westbury, NY- revivai with the 
cast which toured around the world is superlative raves 
Coleman, Mirror. It's beautifully sung, acted and stepped, 
It has style, pace and excitement, ensernble acting and sing- 
ing of a high order, all adding up to a reasonable definition 
of perfect. Andrew Frierson,as Porgy, brings a rich bar- 
itone voice and miming from the heart. Martha Flowers, 
who ‘subbed for Urylee Leonardos as Bess, was also applaud- 
ed. 


The Rose Tattoo- Fort Lee, NJ- revival with Viveca 
Lindfors enjoyed by Herridge, Post. Lindfors' fans would 
hardly recognize her, for she has turned her gracious beauty 
into the hysterical, superstitious, sensual slattern of the play. 
Though her voice and gestures are a bit overwrought in the 
first scene, she soon has the fireworks under control. Dir- 
ector George Keathly was credited with staging play with an 
all-out vitality suitable.

GRANTS 


Ford Foundation has set up 20 individual grants for 
out-of-town theatre directors and for new playwrights, 
10 directors to be chosen will be given $10,000 each asa 
"creative fund" to be spent by Jan 1, 1960, The money is 
to be used to secure talented actors or other assistance in 
the production of plays he could not risk under normal cir- 
cumstances, to study and travel in a program designed to 
broaden his professional experience, to permit a director 
to work outside his present location, etc, 


10 playwrights will get partial subsidies to the 10 out- 
of-town theatres that present their new plays. In addition 
to money to stage the production, the playwright will re- 
cieve royalties and travel and living expenses during the 
production period,

The theatre has been far, too complacent, very little 
has been done to improve theatre buildings or productions, 
even with the competition of films and television at the gates, 
states "Stage" editorial. Managers have been sitting back 
and hoping people would still come in, 50 years ago such a 
policy might have been pursued with success, Gramaphones, 
radio sets, talking films and television have revolutionised 
the face of the entertainment industry beyond all recognition, 
but many managers are still putting on the same dreary, moth- 
eaten shows week after week, year after year and express sur- 
prise when business is bad, points out British trade paper, 


Small wonder so many provincial and London suburban 
variety theatres have had to close their doors, They refused 
to move with the times, and though one regrets to see these 
old theatres disappearing at such an alarming rate, one has 
to admit that in many instances the managements have asked 
for it. Why should the public be expected to pay good money 
night after night to see trashy shows which are an insult to 
their intelligence and good taste?

The voices perfect, the acting humor- 
ous, tender, romantic in turn, The only minor note is the slow- 
ing of the proceedings during the scene changes, but the lost 
time and pace is quickly picked up by the experienced pros, 
Every effort possible should be made to see this production, for 
it will be 6 years before another live presentation is allowed,

Arguments, pro and con, on federal and 
private subsidies for theatre have in the past proved academic 
for the simple reason that no money for any plan was available, 
Now a plan has been set in motion and the results will be app- 
arent to all by Jan 1,1960. It is hoped that the money will be 
used wisely to foster good theatre in general, and not to aid 
particular friends of those concerned,
